On Tuedday morning, about 8 n'slock, & party
of men were engaged In moving the househald
J, Devar, irom a houss about two miles
m_Elllsburg, In Delaware township, near
the Buarlington county line, to a place noar
oodstown, The party had assembled at the
sbove-mentioned hour In order to have an
t-arl( start.  While the wagons wore bolong
loaded two of the drivers, ons named William
Kelley and the other Davis Kelso, got into an
siteroation avout belug the bost man to work.
Kelley remarkod that “be (Kolso) wis not half
A man to work.,” Whercnpon Kelso waxed
wrolh, and palied out o knifeand made o cnt at
the o&flet. but the knlfe, striking a belt which
was around his body, glanced off,

Kelley then bit Kelso betwoon the ayes and
felled bhim to the ground. Pleking himsoll ap,
he made another lunge st Kelley, and this time
entered (he stomach about four lonehes below
the navel, and, tuking sn upward direction,
made a wound about n foot in length—tho
bowels protmdln?. The man immediately foll
to tha ground. Those In the house, hearing the
rumpus, ran oul aud ook the wounded man
into 1t, He had not bean there more than five

inutes before he expired, Tho house, in the

eantime, had beon sirrounded by the beigh.
bors, so as to provent the escape of Kelso,

When thie Constable went into the dwelling,
Kelso refused 1o leave, saving “He would cat
any man who dared to tnke nlm' He waa
sitting beside (he decensed when the officer
addreased him, Kelsogot up and went out of
the door as Lf Lo escape, but thoss outside lmme-
diately eclosed around him, and the ofMeer
mmln* pp caught him by the back of the neck,
threw him down, put handeuffs on, and with
the assistance of another, earried him to a
wagon, which was In walting, and took him to
Camden County Jall, The Inguest on the body
of the decensed wiad held by Squire Fowler, at
Ellsburg, yesterday, nnd a verdiet rendered in
accordanee wikh the fmets, Kelso noknowlodges
that he did the ocutling, and says Kelley beat
him. He exhibitssigns of penitence, nnd is no
doubt exiremely mortified at having killed a
I‘elltm-lmlmf. Kelley loaves a wife nnd soveral
children W lnment his untimely end,

CONTROVERSY, WITH UTHERMATTERS THERETO
AVPPERTAINING,~The fnal examination, with
reference to the accnmulntion of evidenoa for
and sagninst the proposed sale of the Lutheran
Cemetory, bounded by Elghib, Vine, Franlklin,
and Race sireeis, look place yesterday, Both
parties are now anxiously awalting the ease at
the Common Pleas, the arguments then to be
seb forth, and the final deelslon,

Wepro to give a brief resume of this con-
troversy, from L8 Inception threo years ngo.
r?n theearly part of 1864, the German Lutheran
Chiurch Council, composed of oflicers und mems-
bers elected from the mngm?ut!ml. determined
by vote tosell certilu properties tmlungi:n¥u)tuts
Chureh corporation, Including a siteo of 110 feat
in depth from the west front of this burial
ground, for the purposi of lguidating sn out-
standing debt agalnst the corporation, which
wans productive of greal evils, Agrecably with
this action, a potition was presented, In Febra-
ary, 1864, to the State Leglalature, praying
for ,the privilege of disposing of these proper-
ties, This was refused, In Dglober of tlie same

, & seeond petition was presented Lo tho
z‘oun of Common Pleas, which gianted its

rayer in part, by appointing an examiner 1o
rl.ke testimony for and against the cemetery,
This woas done, and the examiner reported
against the sale; but the Court overruled this,
and direoted wnother, the last examination,
which has just been concluded,

Now thearguments in the oase are as follows:

—The Churcn Councll, and that ?NL of the con-
gregation who desire Ll‘xedlspoua of the ground,
enter a plea to the effect that funus are necas-
sary for the liguidatuon of the Church Indebted-
ness. To mect this arguinent, the opposition
give evidence thal the income aceraing to the
eorporation from ground rents, real esiate, ine
terest, elc,, amounting to about $10,000" per
annum, can be so judiciously pat to use Lthiat the
whole debt onn within ten years be pald off,
leaving a yearly margin fully sufficlent 0 meet
the contingent expenses of the Chureh In all its
efforts, Secondly, the Councll set forth that
money is nesded to extend the sect, Lo build
church edifices nearer the outskirts of the city,
to establish schools, thus giving the denomina-
tion abroad a foundation and & more enten-
sive influence,

This, again, Is met by the aflirmation that
money could be qulckly ruised from the sale
of other real estite, without any sale from the
cemolery, which wounld be amply sofficlent to
meet all demands in this direction, The oppo-
altion, composed In part of late membersand
ontaiders interested, bring forth muny arga-
ments in support of thelr position, First, if the
cemetlery {8 sold, it will be an impossibiiity to
jdentify the graves of deceased relatives and
friends, 1v case of removal, As the headstoues
were removed In the year l!uﬁ, when the ceme-
tery was refiited, and not rightly roplaced,
Algo, that numbers of the graves wers never
marged by any kind of head-board, and conse-
quently no proof the correct whereabouts can
be obtained, _

Yesterday afternoon George Wagner, Presi-
dent of the Church corporation, testitied in
evidenoce that, when (bhe burial-ground was
vefliled and the headstones removed, stakes
were carefully driven and earefully marked,
were placed in the exact sections otoupled by

ye stones, and Lhat, after the redllment, the
montments and head-boards were rightly re-
. placed, He nlso says that outof every twenty
graves but one was without any mark what-
.'a:rmd when the new earth was lald on, it

was smnoothed aboye them, and thelr identifice-
tion is forever lost, Now laking into conside-
ration that there are interred 20,000 bodies, by
the above statement 1000 are without any posi-
tive murk. looking atthis fact in the abstract,
it is questionable whether any class of people,
wnoanuw nol where thelr relutives were ln-
terred, would consent to the removal of their
podies, thelr sacrileglons disturbance, or coun-
tenpnce any proposition to that effeet,

T:a OUhurch Connetl, according o their pati-
tion, do agree Lo disinter those bodies now lylng
in that part of the cemetory to be sold, and giv.
l?lem a decent burial in o new lot opposite
Laurel Hill. This ls opposad beeause, thie oppo-
